An Ordinance of the City of Tor-
rance Ordering the Closing Up,
Vacating and Abandoning of a
Portion of Alley in Block 15,
Torrance Tract.

The Board of

City of Torrance do ordain as
follows:

SECTION 1. WHEREAS, on the
$th day of March, 1926, in con-

with that certain Act ap-
proved March 6th, 1889, being an
Act of the Legislature of the
State of California, entitled “An
Act to provide for the laying
out, i extending,
straightfhing or closing up in
whole or in part, any street, square,

thereto, said Board of Trustees
passed a Resolution No. 281, de-
claring that the public interest and
convenience require, and that it
was its intention to order certain
street work to be done and im-

-provement to be made as therein

specified and describing said work
and improvement and specifying
the exterior boundaries of the dis-
trict of land to bé affected or bene-
fited by said work or improvement
and to be assessed to pay the dam-

ages, costs and expenses thereof,
and
WHEREAS, in further conform-

ity to said Act and Amendments
thereto and  said Resolution the
Street Superintendent of said City
of Torrance, thereupon caused to
be conspicuously posted along the
line of sajd contemplated work or
improvément at not. more than
three hundred feet in distance

That portion of the alley in
Block 15, Torrance Tract, lying
northwesterly of Lot 1, in said
Block, being from the northwest-
erly prolongation of the south-
westerly line of Lot 1, Block 15,
to the intersection of said alley
in said Block 15, with Cravens
Avenue,

SECTION 3. That the lands
hereinbefore described in Section 2
of this ordinance are the lands and
all of the land deemed necessary to
be closed up, vacated and aban-
doned for said improvement.
SECTION 4. That the Board of.
Trustees find that said improve-
ment is for the closing up, vacat-
ing and abandonment of the said
portion of Block 15 as particularly
hereinabove described in Section 2
of this ordinance and it appear-
ing to said Board of Trustées, that
there are no damages, costs or ex-
penses arising out of said work,
therefore, no commissioners ‘are ap-
pointed to assess benefits or dam-
ages for said work or to have gen-
eral supervision thereof. .
SECTION 5. .That the City Clerk
shall certify to the passage of+this
ordinance and shall cause the same
to be published once in the Tor-
rance Herald, a weekly newspaper
published and circulated in said
city, and hereby designated for that
purpose by said Board of Trustees
of said city.
